Fann Churning Dwindles 
Creamery Bulier Favored 

The dairy farmer and his wife 
who used to take pride in the 
fine quality of the butter they 
churned and retailed to a favored 
list of discriminating buyers in 
town — often at a good premium 
above the price of "store butter" 
— are vanishing. All disappear- 
ing are the careless home churn- 
ers who "traded in" low quality 
butter — only too often dirty and 
rancid. The last quarter century 
has witnessed a continuing de- 
cline in this specialty and con- 
tinuing shift to "creamery but- 
ter," says the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 

In 1947, farm butter produced 
for sale had dropped below the 
SO-millinn-pound murk, and for 
1949 it had dropped still further 
to about 41 4 million pounds, the 
Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 

quart!r of the 175 million 



pounds of farm butter marketed 
in 1924. 

In only eight states in 1949 was 
the total of farm butter marketed 
greater than two million pounds. 
Texas led with 5.2 million 
pounds, followed by Georgia with 
four million.

County Agent Chester L. 
Brown reported that six per cent 
of the first 100 soil samples test- 
ed in Oldham County were 
strongly acid; 36 per cent, mod- 
erately acid; 41 per cent, slight- 
ly acid, and 17 per cent showed 
no need for lime. 

Thirty per cent of the tests 
were very low in phosphate; 24 
per cent, low; 17 per cent medi- 
um; 13 per cent, high, and 16 per 
cent, very high. 

Potash tests showed 32 per cent 
very low; 28 per cent, low; 16 
percent, medium; 16 per cent 
high, and 10 per cent, very high. 

These percentages, Brown said, 
show why farmers should have 
their apils tested.

Enjoy your rhubarb while it's 
at its freshest best. Fresh crisp 
rhubarb is coming to market . . . 
prime for adding color and zesty 
tang to your spring menus. 

Rhubarb's good when the 
stalks are fairly thick, fresh and 
crisp, not wilted or flabby. Large 
leaves, if they have been left on, 
indicate older stalks, of poorer 
flavor than young stalks. 

To take care of rhubarb — if not 
to be used at once, wrap in damp 
cloth or aluminum foil and keep 
in the refrigerator. If the rhu- 
barb lias become wilted, it may 
be freshened by placing in fruit 
lor vegetable tray of the refrig- 
erator to restore the crispness. 
I By the pound— rhubarb is us- 
j ually sold. One pound will make 

j Freeze some — the season for 
! fresh rhubarb is relatively short. 
I so you may want to prepare some 
Ifor freezing. Only the early crop 
of rhubarb should be used for 
freezing because of its superior 
quality. The young tendi 
stnlks pive better flavor, moi 
color, and preferred texture. 

To freeze— according to the di- 
rections in the University 
Kentucky circular on Stoi 
Foods in Freezer Lockers, fol 
these steps: Wash, trim, and 
the stalks into one-inch pic 
Do not peel. Pack without su 
if you prefer, or if sugar is 
sired, to 5-6 cups of cut rhuh 
add one cup of sugar. Stir 
rhubarb with the sugar unti 
is well coated before packinf 
containers for freezing. If sy 
is preferred, make the syrup 
ing three cups sugar to 4 c 



water. Mix together and heat 
until all sugar is dissolved. Allow 
to cool before covering the rhu- 
barb. Seal freezer cartons and 
freeze as soon as possible.

THE MELON CROPS 

The melon crops include the 
cumumber, squash, cushaw, can- 
taloupe, and watermelon. As 
these are "warm" crops, their 
planting time is not until the 
soil has become warm, usually 
between May 1 and May 15. 

The ideal soil is sandy loam, 
as it warms up readily and per- 
mits the seedlings* easy break- 
ing through, but any soil in good 
tilth and with plenty of humus 
is all right. There should be a 
"skip" of at least one year be- 
tween planting all members of 
this group. 

The time-honored method of 
making hills with manure _1 
commercial fertilizer does very 
well as far as it goes, but the 
soil beyond should be fertile 
because the roots of all these 
crops range ns wide as the tops 
go. The hills should not be high, 
merely an inch or so, permitting 
the rain water to run off and 
not cake the soil. 

Six to eight seeds should be 
dropped close together (to help 
each other up), and covered one- 
half inch, patted lightly. The 
distance between hills should be: 
for cumumbers and bush squash- 
es, three feet; for running 
squashes and cantaloupes, five 
to six; for cushaws, six, and for 
watermelons, eight to 10 feet. 
After the striped cucumber bee- 
tle has taken its toll, final thin- 
ning should be done to two 
plants in a hill, except for .._ 
termelons, one plant. The excess 
plants should be cut off, 
pulled. 

For slicing and pickling, Long 
Green cucumber is best. " 
specifically for slicing, use 
Straight Eight; for pickling, Na- 
tional or Chicago. White Scal- 
loped is the bush squash, but the 
running sorts, Golden Crookneck 
or Straightneck have more flav- 
or and quality. Green Striped is 
the cushaw, and always new seed 
should be used to avoid the odd 
shapes and shy mcatiness that 
result from pumpkins close by 
crossing with cushaws. As for 
cantaloupes, Fordhood (Netted 
Gem) is excellent, despite its 
lack of color, but Hale's Best 
combines both quality and gold- 
en color. The standard water- 
melons are Klecklcy and Stone 
Mountain, where there is no sus- 
picion of wilt in the soil, or the 
wilt-resistant Dixie Queen or 
Black Lea may be used to be
